BIRTH REGISTRY 


SEARCHING FUTURE 


It is - surprising how often the 
births of children go unregistered. 
The -parents have neglected registra¬ 
tion and an individual may not dis¬ 
cover the neglect till manhood. Then 
occasion may rise when he --needs it 
barfly and is put tp all sorts of trou¬ 
ble and delay ih securing, it. 

An instance, small in itself, but 
indicative of this general neglect is 
shown in the fact that quite a propor¬ 
tion of the boys in the local junior 
hockey team, learned, on making ap¬ 
plication, at Edmonton that their 
births had not been registered; They 
began to wonder if they really did ex¬ 
ist, had ever existed hr were only 
imaginary bodies. It has tied up 
their entrance into league play-offs. 

Birth certificates may he demand¬ 
ed for: 

1. Proof of citizenship; to obtain 
a passport for travelling outside the 
country. 

2. Proof of age on occasions when 
it is demanded. 

3. Establishment of identity and 
parentage. 

Even in case of old age pensions, 
which is, to say the least, looking far 
ahead, birth certificates -are nece's* 
sary. ,- y 

"Every province requires the regis¬ 
tration of births,, and Edmonton de¬ 
pends upon this for many of the sta¬ 
tistics of the province. 

It is the duty of all parents to safe 
guard their children in this way, and 
if there is arty uncertainty as to 
whether or not their children have 
been registered, it* would be a good 
move to write to Edmonton at once 
and find out for certain.

LESS EXPORT 


The total value of declared exports 
from the provihce of Alberta to the 
United States in 1929 amounted to 
$6,852,068, a decrease of $1,748,223, 
or more than 14 per cent, less than 
the figures for the calendar year 1928 
according to the annual report issued 
by S. C. Rest, American consul at Cal 
gary. This is practically the same ra¬ 
tio of decrease as shown for 1928 as 
compared with 1927. 

In the consular district of Calgary 
the decrease in exports for the year 
was $834,666, reduced exports of cat¬ 
tle accounting for $679,466 of the 
drop. In 1928 the total number' of 
cattle shipped to the United States 
was 32,727, valued at $2,256,303, 
while in 1929 23,555 head of cattle 
with a value of $1,676,863 were ex¬ 
ported.- ‘ 

The cause of this decrease is given 
as the very moderate demand in the 
United States in 1929 for cattle in the 
stocker, feeder and butcher grades. 
In 1928 American importers of cattle 
contracted; for butcher stock at high 
prices, but this demand was greatly 
curtailed during the past year

OUR COAL MARKET 


Both Alberta and Ontario are dis¬ 
appointed in the decision of the Board 
of Railway Commissioners that $8.23 
per ton is a proper charge for haul¬ 
ing lberta coal to Ontario. The old 
rate was $6.76 and the increase is not 
welcomed in Ontario, nor in Alberta. 

Alberta coal has a good and grow¬ 
ing market in Ontario. It enjoys a 
high reputation for heating quality, 
and if it could be secured in sufficient 
quantities to assure the householder 
would be very generally used. On¬ 
tario is loath* after the experience of 
the strikes of 1923 in Pennsylvania, 
ever agqin to be absolutely dependent 
on foreign coal. And In addition to 
being a Canadian product, the Alber¬ 
ta coal was responsible in* cutting 
hard coal prices for Pennsylvania. 

It has also meant much to Alberta 
to have this satisfied market for her 
product. 

Whether the new price of $8.23 per 
ton will discourage this new trade is 
a question, and should be considered 
by tha government as an important 
feature in all-Canadian trading.

INDUSTRIES GROW 


A total of 66,981 employees were 
engaged in industrial work with 2274, 
Alberta firms during the fiscal year' 
ending March 31, 1929, and received 
in wages and salaries a total of $60,- 
304,803 according to the annual re¬ 
port. 

This shows the greatest industrial 
expansion in the history of the prov¬ 
ince, being an increase of 24 per cent, 
in the number of males employed, and 
of 32 per cent, in the number of fe¬ 
males, while new industries game em¬ 
ployment to 7000 people during the 
year under review. The total num¬ 
ber of persons employed were: Males 
over 18 years, 43,384; under 18 years 
935; total males, 49,319. Female, ov¬ 
er 18, 7291; undir 18, 371; total fe¬ 
males, 7662.

Commission on Turtye Valley Field 
Reports Serious Wastage 


The report of the joint commisison 
which has been at work on the prob¬ 
lem of Waste Gas in the Turner Val¬ 
ley field, has been made public by 
Hon. Charles Stewart. 

The findings of the commission are: 
“That for each barrel of naptha re¬ 
covered, the waste products are 60000 
cubic feet of gas and seven gallons 
of volatile products. Wastage has 
in creased steadily during the past 
five years. In October 1929, it was 
200,000,000 - feet per day, which is 
operations under license of about for¬ 
ty producing companies. Both pro¬ 
ducers and wastage will probably be 
on the increase. About thirty per 
cent, of the area is operated under 
government license. The 'mining 
rights of about 70 per cent, of the 
area were "obtained from the Crown 
many years ago. 

No voluntary steps of consequence 
have been taken to curtail wastage 
or prolong the lives of the wells
